The situation in the coke regions is 
not materially changed.

‘\ WORKING WOLF. 


It Does the Churning for a Farm- 
ers Family. 


The Strange Manuer in Which the Ant- 
mal Was Reared and Taught to 
Perform His Labors 
on the Farm. 


Any one who may visit Richard Cun- 


oo ningham’ s farm, which lies pretty well 


up in the Blue mountains in the north- 
eastern part of this county, says 4 Pitts- 
burgh paper, will see a sight the like of 
which was-probably never seen any- 
where in this country before. 

It is an immense black wo!f—one of 
the last of its race in this State—with 
eyes that glare fiercely at all who come 
near him, with the exception of 
Farmer Cunningham himseif, and ac- 
companying his glare with savage 
growls, and yet meekly treading the 
monotonous round of a churning Ma- 
chine, like some household dog or old 
ewe sheep. This perform: ice of a 
menial service by the wolf, singular as 
it is, is by nd meaps the strangest thing 
about him. He hak a history. 

Last spring, a year ago, l‘armer Cun- 
ningham discovered that something 
was carrying off his lambs almost as 
fast as they were born in his flock. He 
suspected that this was being done by a 
wildeat, and he set a trap to see if he 
could not eateh the animal. When he 
went to his trap next morning he was 
amazed to find that, instead of a wild- 
cat, he had eaptured a wolf. . 

It had been years sinee any one had 
seen or heard.of wolves in that region, 
althourh they were at one time numer- 
ous in the Linc mountains. 
dent. to Canningham, however, that if 
the wolf he had caught in the trap be- 
lon ved in that neighborhood it had not 
rovined the woods a solitary representa- 
tive ofits race. Itwasa she wolf, and, 
although the animal was held fast by 


both forefeet in the trap, she was lying: 


patiently .on the ground and giving 
suckle to a balyy wolf when Cunning- 
ham appeared on the scene.

Onauneatbemn carried it to the bereaved 
ewe. 

The ewe was brought from the past- 
ure to the farm-yard, and for weeks 
visitors saw the strange spectacle of a 
sheep suckling a wolf, the wolf, be- 
yond ell.doubt, being the offspring, of 
the one that robbed the sheep of her 
own young. 

The wolf throve amazingly on sheep’s 
milk, and the strane foster-parent and 
child formed the stron‘’est kind of an 


attachment to each other, which re- 


mained unbroken until the death of the | 


sheep a few weeks ago. 

As the wolf grew the unsociability if 

not the entire savageness of its kind 
manifested itself, and he was kept. se- 
eurely chained. Although it was Mrs. 
Cunningham who saved his life, 
wolf did not like her to come near him, 
but he early showed the greatest friend- 
ship to Farmer Cunningham, who han- 
dled him as easily as he would a house 
dog.

The Commissioners’ are 
hereby authorized to negotiate the 
sale of said bonds at not less than 
their face value, the proceeds of which 
shall be placed in the county treasury, 
and placed in the Reno Park Fund of 
said county for the purpose mentioned 
in this Act. 
Sec. 4.. The bends shall be of the 
denomination of one thousand dollars 
each, consecutively numbered, with 
interest thereon not to exceed five per 
cent. per annum, pavable on the first 
Monday of December in the year when. 
such bonds or either of them, shall 
have been issued, and every twelve 
months thereafter andon the first 
Monday in December, in the year A. 
D. eighteen hundred and ninety-six 
(1896), and every twelve months there- 
after one of said bonds shall be paid 
and taken up. 
Sec. 5. For the pnrpose of creating 
a fund for the payment of the bonds 
hereby authorized, the Board of County 
Commissioners of Washoe county is
